For recalling and prohibiting Sea-men from the Services of Forraign Princes and States. 


CHARLES R. 


——— Hereas the Kings moſt Excellent Majeſty hath been advertiſed, that great num-

SEES IS PLE jets many of them, by occaſion of the late disbanding, and ſome others befoze 

have betaken themſelves to the ſervices of Fozraign Princes and States, to 
the great diſſervice of his Majeſty and their Native Countries; and whereby 
his laid Majeſty and his Realms are unfurmthed of men of their ſoꝛt and cal- 
ISFE! ling, if there ſhall becauſe to uſe them: Therefore foz redꝛels thereofat pꝛelent, 
and pꝛeventing thelikefoz the future , The Kings moſt Excellent Majeſty, by - 
this His Royal Pꝛoclamation, With the Advice of the Lo2ds of his Majeſties 
OWL! moſt Honozable Pꝛiby Council, doth Will and ſtrictly charge and command all 
and ſingular Maſters of Ships, Pilots, Mariners, Seamen, Shipwꝛights, 
and other Seafaring men, whatloever and whereſoever, being his Majeſties natural bozn Subjects, who 
are in the ſervice of any Fozraign Prince o2 State, oꝛ do ſerve in any Fozraign Ships oꝛ Ueſſels, That

native Countrys and lawful Uocations. And ku rther His Majeſty doth hereby pꝛohibite and fozbid all 
and ſingular Maſters of Ships, Pilots, Marin ers, Seamen, Shipwaghts,and other Sea-faring men 

whatloever, being his Majeitics natural bozn : Subjects fro entring themſelves; And doth hereby 
ſtreightly charge and command them and every of them krom hentekoꝛth to foꝛbear to enter themſelves in- 
to pay, oꝛ otherwiſe betake themſelves to the ſervice: of any Fozraign Princes, oz States, oꝛ toſerve in any 
Fozaign Ueſſel oꝛ Ship, without Licence had and obtained in that behalf, To all which his Majesty doth 
and Will expect due obedience and confoꝛmity ; And doth hereby publiſh and declare, That the Offenders to 
the contrary ſyall not onely incur his Majeſties uit diſpleaſure, but be pꝛoceeded againſt foꝛ their con⸗ 
tempt by ſeizure of their Goods, Perſons, and Eftaites, whereſoever they ſhall be found, and otherwiſe, ac- - 
coding to the utmoſt ſeverities of Law, And furrher His Majeſty doth hereby authozize and command: 
all and every the Captains, Maſters, and other J fficers, ſerving oz imployed in any of his Majeſties 

Ships, oꝛ Ueſſels at Sea, to ſtop and make ſtay of, all and every ſuch Perſon and Perſons, as ſhall en- 
deavour to tranſpozt oꝛ enter themſelves into the Service of any Foꝛraign Pzince, oꝛ State, contrary to 
the true intent and meaningok this his Pajeſties Royal P2oclamation; And alſo to ſeize upon, take and 
bꝛing away all ſuch Mariners, Seamen, and other perſons afozeſaid, as ſhalt be found to be imployed oꝛ 
ſerving in any Ships o2 Ueſlels, of oꝛ belonging to any Fozraign pꝛinte oꝛ State, oz to any Merchant oz 
other perſon oꝛ perſons other then to his Majeſtie oz his Subjects,
